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answers, ‘© Oh!'’—which means, as plainly as echo 
can—WNo ! 

It may safely be predicted, also, that this im- 
proved taste will rapidly increase with the general 
advancement in tact and intelligence. We have, 
it is true, some clever native composers, but their 
works are, for the most part, merely promises of 
better things ; pasticcios, which, in default of 
beginning, middle, and end, please and disappoint 
by turns, and leave on the mind a painful impression 
ofimperfectness. ‘The genuine English melodies of 
Bishop, Shield, and Balfe, were something to repose 
upon and dream of; but save us from bad imitations 
of the worst specimens of the Italian school, 
diluted through the Académie de Musique! 
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Properly speaking, we have not at this ‘* pre- 
sent writing” any English dramatic or musical 
school whatever—neither tragedy, comedy, farce, 
or opera; we have nothing national in these arts 
except the name. ‘The first three are not even In 
astate of transition: they are in the predicament 
of secking a-refuge. Who, then, would not ex- 
ultingly turn to so glorious a temple of the Muses | 
as her Majesty's Theatre? How thrillingly does 
every new season associate itself with the past ! Ru- 
bini retires, and Mario gracefully reminds us that 
there is still a living exponent of the beautiful. Ma- 
rio loses himself in continental wanderings, and ° 
Fraschini comes upon us suddenly to dazzle and de- ° 
light—to supersede all regret for ‘* by-gones.”” Or

Duvernay no longer pleads the grace of the senti- 
mental pas, and marries ; Taglioni doff; the wings of 
the sylph and condescends to glide over inhospi- 
table snows in a Russian traineau ; or Carlotta 
Grisi cannot be induced to leave da belle France— 
well, what then? Why, the carnival-like over- 
ture finished, up rises the curtain and discovers 
Lucile Grahn and Cerito, who combine in perfec- 
tion the classical and romantic schools of La Danse. 
From the time of Nicolini downwards, the Opera 
alone has been free from the spectacular degrada- 
tion to which our other theatres have been sub- 
jected. Vast improvements have doubtless been 
accomplished, but the integrity of a first purpose 
has always been firmly supported. 

What follows is curious, and for the most part 
unknown to the reading public :— 


1710. The two companies of comedians and singers 
continued to act plays and operas alternately at the 
Queen’s Theatre this year, till the month of November. 

“Tn January, after one representation of ‘Thomyris’ 
and one of ‘ Pyrrhus and Demetrius,’ the musical troop 
brought out a new opera, called ‘ Almadide.’ Neither 
the poet nor composer is mentioned, either in the book 
of the words or printed copy of the music, which 
greatly resembles the style of Bononcini. This was 
the first opera pe formed in England WHoLLy IN 
ITALIAN, and by Italian singers only: these were, 
Nicolini, Valentini, Cassani, Margarita, and Isabella 
Girardeau. There were, indeed, interludes between 
the acts in English, and sung by Dogget, Mrs. Lindsey, 
and Mrs, Croft; but the opera was wholly Italian, in 
poetry, music, and perfurmance. 

‘‘ There were operas at this time, as at present, twice 
a week; and ‘ Almahide’ was performed fourteen times 
before the summer recess. 

‘By the advertisements of the 2nd of March, the 
farce of ‘‘The School Boy,’ and the rehearsal of a new 
opera, formed the whole evening’s entertainment, for 
which the prices were—boxes, five shillings; pit, three 
shillings ; first gallery, two shillings ; second gallery, 
one shilling; stage boxes, eight shillings. 

“This new opera was ‘ Hydaspes,’ or ‘ L’Idaspe Fe- 
dele,’ set to music by Francesco Mancini, a Roman 
composer, and brought out in England on the twenty- 
third of May, by Nicolini, who dedicated the libretto, 
or book of the words, to the Marquis of Kent, the Lord 
Chamberlain to Queen Anne. 

‘This opera was likewise wholly performed in Italian, 
and by Italians, except an inferior part by Mr. Law- 
rence, which he sung, however, in Italian.* 

7 The other performers were the same as in ‘ Alma- 
hide.’ 

‘*“Hydaspes’ was represented twenty-one times, and 
seems to have been generally approved. * The Lion,’ 
in this opera, gave birth to several admirable papers in 
the first volume of ‘The Spectator,’ particularly No. 13, 
by Mr. Addison, in which the humour is exquisite. 

‘This excellent writer, still indignant at the fate of 
his ‘Fair Rosamond,’ philosophically concluded that 
nonsense was alone capable of being set to music, and 
was by no means partial to Italian operas. He does 
justice, however, to Nicolini, in speaking of the child- 
ishness of the Leonian combat in ‘ Hydaspes.’ + 

‘*<Tt gives me a just indignation,’ says he, ‘ to see 
a person, whose action gives new majesty to kings, 
resolution to heroes, and softness to lovers, thus sink- 
ing from the greatness of his behaviour, and degraded 
into the character of the London ’Prentice. I have 
often wished that our tragedians would copy after this 
great master in action, Could they make the same 
use of their arms and legs, and inform their faces with 
as significant looks and passions, how glorious would 
an English tragedy appear, with that action which is 
capable of giving dignity to the forced thoughts, cold 
conceits, and unnatural expressions of an Italian 
opera.’ The music in ‘ Hydaspes’ is inferior to several 
prececeding operas of Scarlatti, Gasparini, and Bo- 
noncini. The style is feeble, and the passages were 
insipid and common, even at the time they were pro- 
duced. 

‘“‘On the 18th of November ‘Macbeth’ was the last 
play which the company of English actors performed 
at the Queen’s Theatre in the Haymarket; after which 
they returned to Drury Lane, where they began to act 
on the Monday following, abandoning the Opera-house 
entirely to the Italian troop. 

“* On the 22nd of November ‘Hydaspes’ was adver- 
tised, when the part of Berenice was announced in the 
bills to be performed by Signora Elizabeta Pilotti 
Schiavonetti, and Artaserse by Signor Boschi, two new 
Italian singers, Signora Boschi, his wife, had been a 
great singer, but was much past her prime when she 
arrived in England, where she appeared for the first 
time on the 9th of December, in the opera of ‘ Pyrrhus 
and Demetrius.’ Schiavonetti yemained here as se- 

cond woman, till the year 1717, 

“Boschi had a fine bass voice, for which Handel 
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* «This English singer continued till the year 1717 to per- 
form under parts in Italian operas, His voice was a tenor of 
considerable agility, as appears by his songs in the opera of 
‘Thomyris,’ which contain more divisions, and of a more 
difficult kind, than those of any singer then on the Opera stage, 
except Margarita, 

+ “In the year 1792, during the carnival, the author of this 
note witnessed a still more ridiculous scene at the Opera- 
house of San Moise at Venice. ‘La Sacrifizia de Crete’ was 
the drama, in which the celebrated David had a bravura 
song, during his combat with the Minotaur; towards the 
conclusion of which the monater expired.—This song was 
constantly encored, and the Minotaur, as constantly, without 
ceremony, revived, and fought his battle o’er again, with 
increased vigour, and proportionate acclamations,

WITH REFERENCE TO THEIR SOCIAL PROGRESS, 


Il.—MAIDENHOOD. 

Nothing can be more disagreeable than behold- 
ing youth precociously initiated into the ways of 
the world; nothing more distressing, in an edu- 
cational point of view, than seeing the child as- 
sume the airs of the woman, and the schoolgirl the 
habits of the flirt. Youth should be artle-sness 
and ingenuousness, and the girl should never de- 
generate into the ‘woman of the world.’’ While 
we heartily concur with this argument, and admit 
its force and truth, we contend that our dom:stic 
educational system is caleula'ed to produce effects 
the reverse of those the above theory would seem 
to inculcate. The young girl, being strictly ex- 
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cluded from society until her years have attained 
the cabalistic number of eighteen or thereabouts, 
naturally looks upon society as a dangeious plea- 
sure, Which attracts all the more from the fancied 
pleasures that surround it; while, at the same 
time, she conceives the necessity of assuming ard/e, 2 
of playing a part, as the sure result of being sud- ( 
denly thrust out of the nursery into anew sphere of 
life, fur which she has not been duly prepared, and 
into which she has not been gradually initiated. 
Fancy her, panting in her almost conventual se- 
clusion for the magic power to strike, which shall 
suddenly launch her into the open rivers of life ;— $ 
is she fit to encounter its currents, or will she not § 
be like the tender hothouse plant suddenly ex- § 
posed to the atmosphere, either blighted by its ) 
frosts, or brought into premature luxuiance by 
the sunlike splendours of fashionable circles? 
Many and many is the victim of this false system ¢ 
ofeducation. Ingenuousness is suddenly restrained 
by the habits of society, and artifice as suddenly 
assumed, as a necessary consequence. Now, the 
point at which we wish to arrive is, to illustrate by 
these remarks the obvious advant ge of allowing 
the child to take part in the recreations of society, 
and, as she grows gradually into maidenhood and 
womanhood, as gradually and as imperceptibly 
to let her glide into the current of social life. 
This is a system now being much adopted; but we 
desire to see it become more general, and its ad- 
vantages will be plain. Instead of fostering in- 
genuousness and candour of spirit, the false custom 
of seclusion operates the reverse, since it gives an 
undue importance to the outward forms of fashion- 
able life, and makes the débutante that is to look 
forward to the drawing-room as to an elysium—to the 
splendours of a court féte as to the object for which 
she is waiting and preparing, as to the goal of her 
girlhood, and the glittering gateway by which to 
enter the world, ‘Thus a frivolous turn will be given 
to her aspirations, that will outshine the holier and 
worthier purposes of life, and she will be induced 
to behold social pre-eminence in external appear- 
ance, aristocratic associations and paladal favour, 
instead of in the domestic duties, the fireside circle, 
and the proud distinction of being a worthy 
member of the social compact. 

Now, we do not wish to infer that these dutics 
may not have been ineulcated inthe time of her 
maidenly seclusion ; but that very seclusion was at 
work with its counteracting tendencies, and the 
sudden change from the nursery to the ball-room 
must necessarily prove too strong for most even 
well-constituted and well-organized minds. We, 
therefore, contend that the girl has a right to mix 
with society from her childhood (of course we can 
not be supposed to advocate late hours or over- 
crowded rooms); and that instruction and ad- 
monition which is bestowed on her in her nursery 
hours will ensure her mingling with it AS 1HE 
GIRL, and not as the woman or the flirt. We are not 
speaking merely trom theory: we can substantiate 
the soundness of our views by facts, We allude, 
especially, to German society, mm which the child 
and the girl are permitted to mingle with those of 
maturer years. And, indeed, it is a lovely sight 
to see childhood, girlhood, womanhood, and age, 
combined harmoniously as one whole, even as the 
chords of an instrument, the treble combined with 
the bass, produce sweet consonance. ‘The effect 
of this union of ages, if we may use the expression, 
operates beneficially on each, since the presence of 
the child and the maiden softens the harsher 
phases of society and purifies its habits, while, as 
we have already shown, knowledge of life and of 
the world cannot be safely (if at all) imparted in 
thenursery; and, as a paramount branch of female 
education, to be salutary it must be gradual. Let 
it not be urged that the girl would either hear or 
see that which would injure as well as instruct, 
If it is a n1our of maidenhood to take a part as 
such in social life, it is likewise her right that all 
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which could offend the heart and mind ay 
not be introduced ‘in her presence; but, petit 
society cannot sentence her to banishment, ee P 
it is, itself, undeserving of her company. F fully 
this were a reason, docs it operate less powe ine 
when she IS introduced to the world?

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE. 

In the Chamber of Deputies, on Monday, the 
Transatlantic Steam-packet Bill was almost unani- 
mously passed. The incident relative to the appel- 
lation of ‘excellency”’ given to the Minister of 
Finances, in the contract annexed to the said bill, 
had attracted a considerable crowd, a division being 
expected on this frivolous point. None took place 
however. 

Queen Maria Christina, the Duke de Rianzares, 
and their two daughters, arrived at Paris on Sunday 
by the Orleans Railway, at the terminus of which 
the Duke and Duchess de Montpensier awa'ted 
them. Soon after they had alighted a‘ the Uotel 
de Courcelles, the King and Queen of the French, 
and all the members of the Royal Family, paid 
them a visit’ On Monday it was returned by 
Christina and Senor Munoz, who remained several 
hours at the Tuileries. La Patrie dwells on the 
angry separation between Christina and her 
daughter, the Queen of Spain, and represents the 
latter and her consort to be also at daggers drawn. 
By another print it is stated, that, in dread of the 
Montemolinist movements in Catalonia, five more 
French regiments are about to be marched into the 
miliary division bordering on that principality. 

The Union Monarchique again aflirms that M. 
Bresson is determined not to resume the Madrid 
embassy, and that he insists on the promise made 
him, that he should be recalled from Spain im- 
me liately after the accomplishment of the two 
royal marriages, “This,” adds the Union, ‘is the 
arrangement that is thought of; M. de Sre. Aulaire 
would, with due compensation, give up the London 
embassy to the Duke de Montebello, who would 
thus relinquish the Naples embassy to M. Bresson. 

The department of Deux-Sévres has beenagitated 
for some time past, in consequence of the continued 
rise in corn. As the last market of Parthenay 
wheat reached the high price of 46 franc:, and 
even at that price the supply was taken off at once. 
Some excitement was apparent, but it did not 
break out into any disturbance. Fears were, how- 
ever, entertained of troubles at Thenezay tor the 
market-day of the 12th. In this state of things 
the authorities thought it prudent tosend tothe pre- 
fect and General De Bremont for addition l forces. 

Marseriuues, March 13.—About two a.m. of the 
10th the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s 
steamer Tiger ran foul of the French Government 
steamer Rumses, near to the island of Elba. Part 
of the paddle-wheels of the Tiger having been car- 
ried away, she was towed into Leghorn by the 
Ramses to be repaired. Last evening it was 
reported here that the Tiger was totally lost, and 
that a portion of the crew had perished. 

SPAIN. 

Maprip, March 11.—Letters from Cervera 
announce that the Carlists continue collecting in 
that province, and are daily acquiring new strength 
and influence; on the 5th inst. about 100 men, 
headed by Guerxo de Riterra, entered Belpuig, 
where they spent the whole night without creating 
the least disturbance. The Alcade of Belpuig has 
been seized by order of General Enna, and confined 
in the Castle of Lerida. Symptoms of uneasiness are 
exhibited in Vittoria, and it is expected that before 
next spring is over they will again be surrounded by 
Carlist troops as they wereduringthe late war. Very 
little was doing in the Cortes, where they are still 
discussing the answer to be made to the Queen’s 
speech. M. Galvez Canero, ina very long harangue, 
drew the attention of the House to the proceedings 
of the various Ministers who have been governing 
the country since the fall of General Espartero. 

PORTUGAL. 

Ororto, March 9.—Saldanha has made a move 
on Carraciro, where the Douro is passable. It 
is not yet known whether this is a reality or a 
feint. Casal and D’Almargue are within two 
leagues of each other, near the Spanish frontier. 
Lapon has recrossed the Douro at Lamiss. ‘The 
garrison of Oporto is under arms, ready to march 
to the lines in case Saldanha’s move is for an at- 
tack. The usual number lies in the Rua Nova, 

March 10,—Saldanha’s move on Carraciro was 
only a feint, He has gone back to his canton- 
ments at Oliveira d’Aguramis. <A part of General 
Guarda’s division. (the battalion of Coimbra) had 
an affair on the 8th at Repoa, in which 20 prisoners, 
chiefly officers of the 9th infantry, were taken 
from the Queen’s forces.

BAVARIA. 

According to the Revue des Deux Mondes, Mile. 
Lola Montes’ influence over the King of Bavaria is 
daily increasing, and everybody at Munich knows 
the extreme eontidence she has in its result. She 
openly says that she is sure of being naturalized, 
and created ‘‘ Countess of Sternfeld,’’ the name of 
an estate just bougnt for her. She has received 
40,000 florins for the delay occasioned by the re- 
fusal of the refractory Ministers. Her arrogance 
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increases with her favour, and she is stated to 
have warned two ladies of the Court, who had 
looked at her with disdain, that she would slap 
their faces on the first occasion. 

Municu, March 8.—His Majesty the King vi- 
sited the Theatre Royal last evening. This was 
his first appearance since the di-turbances about 
Lola Montes and the Ministerial crisis. As soon 
as his Majesty was observed, he was received with 
the greatest acclamation by an oveiflowing au- 
dience, in which the members of the orchestra 
His Majesty seemed taken by surprise, 
and expressed his fe:ling by bowing to all parts 
of the house. His Majesty will leave for Vienna in 
a few days. 

TURKEY. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, Feb, 27.—The amhassadors of 
the grea’ powers at Constantinople were unanimous 
in their efforts to bring the dispute between Tuikey 
and Greece toa satisfactory termination, The Sultan 
had, it was said. accorded to the Greek Cabinet one 
month's delay for compliance with his demands, 
but a!l diplomatic intercourse would be broken off, 
if, by that time, proper concession had not been 
made, It is believed that the Sultan acts with the 
concurrence of the representatives of the great 
powers. On account of the immense exports of 
grain scarcity was beginning to be felt at Con- 
stantinople, and orders pr hibiting further ex- 
portation from Salonica and the neighbouring ports 
had been sent to the governor of that province. 
Letters from Constantinople contain some in- 
telligence from the seat of war in Circassia, of 
a lamentable character. The Achenes, having 
treachierou-ly betrayed the Circassians, were fallen 
upon hy the latter, at the village of Cassaban, and 
5000 of the Russsan allies, men, women, and 
children, put to the sword. 

Discoveny orf A CONSPIRACY AT CONSTANTINOPLE, 
—The Morning Herald says: -‘“A postscript an- 
nounces that a conspiracy has just been discovered, 
in which Hazif Pasha, lately Minister of Justice, 
and a great many influential pashas, were com- 
promised. Numerous arrests had been made, but 
no particulars had got wind, Great excitement 
pervaded all classes.” 

RUSSIA. 

Rvumovurep Massacre.—We read in the Con- 

stitutionnel :— 


‘‘We are assured that letters were received yes- 
terday from St Petersburg making mention of acts of 
murder and pillage having been recently committed in 
the government of Mohilef, in White Russia—mas- 
sacres which call to mind those of which the environs 
of Tarnow, in Galicia, were the theatre during the 
last year, and which have ensanguined several villages. 
These disorders, according to the accounts given, 
commenced from a banquet given by the officers of a 
Russian regiment, about to change its quarters, to the 
inhabitants of the place it was about to leave. At 
this banquet toasts accusing the Government of hostile 
intentions, and even reflecting upon the Emperor 
himself, were given and drunk with acclamations. 
The report of this occurrence, made to the authorities 
by an official personage present, made no other 
accusation against the party than that of having been 
too copious in its libations and too turbulent. .ever- 
theless, several officers of the regiment have been 
reduced to the ranks. The news of this punishment, 
on reaching Mohilef, was followed by the rising of the 
peasants on the estates of several lords of the soil, who 
were known to be animated with a spirit of opposition 
to the Government. ‘These peasants, gorged with 
brandy, assembled in bands, plundered the houses, 
and killed the inhabitants, while shouting ‘ Long life 
to the Emperor,’ even cutting the throats of such men 
of their own class as refused to join them in their 
excesses. Troops sent from the chief town stopped 
this scene of devastation, which, however, was after- 
wards renewed at other points.” 

AMERICA, 

The steam-ship Cambria arrived at Liverpool on 
Tuesday afternoon. Accounts from all quarters of 
the United States render it certain that, up to our 
last dates, about 500,000 do lars had been collected 
for the relief of the starving poor of Ireland and 
Scotland, and more would come forward. From 
Boston arrangements had been made to send a ship 
laden with bread stuffs as soon as one could be 
procured, <A sufficient sum had been collected to 
buy her cargo. The Cambria has on board 200 
barrels of bread stuffs, contributed for this cha- 
ritable purpose, which is to be followed by many 
and much larger shipments. 

A large meeting was held in Faneuil-hall, Bos- 
ton, on the 18th ult. There could not have been 
less than 4000 persons present. ‘The mayor of the 
city, Josiah Quincey, jun., presided, and the meet- 
ing was eloquently addressed by many gentlemen, 
among whom was the Hon. Edward Everett, late 
United States Minister to this country. Mr, 
Everett’s remarks were peculiarly felicitous, and 
his happy manner greatly contributed to their 
effe't.

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PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

Hovusr or Lorps.—On Monday Lord Stanley 
presented three petitions from Treland, complaining 
of the unprecedent:d sale of arms at Clonmel, and 
other places.

On Wednesday, on the motion for going into 
committee on the Factories Bill, some discussion 
ensued, in which several hon. members took part;

and the first clause, limiting the hours of labour to 
eleven per diem, was agreed to, On the second 
clause, which proposes to limit the hours of labour 
to ten after the Ist of May, 1848, Lord Morpeth 
moved that the clause should be expunged from 
the bill, in order to reduce to the least possible 
amount the risk to be run by its adoption, The 
House divided, and the clause was carried by a 
majority of 144 to 66. The remaining clauses 
were agreed to. ft 

On Thursday Mr. W. 
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S. O'Brien moved a reso- 
lution for an absentee tax for Ireland, the mini- 
mum being 10 per cent. After some discussion 
the Fouse divided, when the result was, for the 
resolution, 19; against it, 70 —Mr. O. Gore moved 
for the appointment of a select committee to in- 
quire into the necessily for the removal of Smith- 
field Market as a nuisance.—Lord Morpeth said 
there could be no doubt that there was great danger 
to life and health arising from the present site of 
the market, and he wou'd not therefore oppose the 
motion. After a short conversation the motion 
was agreed to.

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WHITE SLAVES. 

THERE are times and seasons when our Houses 
of Legislature present scenes that are little less 
than revolting to those who look on, knowing 
the intention of their establishment, and the 
purpose to which they ought to be devoted. 

When a question, such as that affecting the 
health and moral and religious culture and hap- 
piness of thousands of WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 
is mooted in an assembly appointed to watch 
over our national interests, we do, at all events, 
calculate on a spirit of candid inquiry, and not 
on a system of quibbles, manceuvres, delays, 
and attemptsat circumvention too despicable even 
for a Parisian coterie. ‘The opponents of the 
factory measure have shown no small amount 
of that pettifogging skill which always con- 
trives to overreach itself; and in taunting Lord 
John Russell into a speech (a fresh project for 
delay) they sowed the storm, which was destined 
to visit them as a hurricane :— 


“Tf young persons between thirteen and 
eighteen,’’ he says, ‘* rise at five in the morning 
and be employed till seven in the evening, in a 
laborious occupation, I cannot see that there would 
be any sufficient time either for learning, for reli- 
gion, for the cultivation of their minds, or for that 
domestic intercourse which is so valuable to all 
classes of the community. (Hear, hear.) It seems 
to me that it would be vain to say, with respect to 
this large class of persons, that we should endea- 
your by every means to elevate their character and 
improve their domestic habits, and at the same 
time to allow them to be constantly employed for 
fourteen hours a day from the Ist of Jauuary to 
the 31st of December in factory labour. I cannot 
think that the two things are compatible; and I 
am not deterred by the arguments I have heard 
used, that we make no provision by this bill, sup- 
posing it were to pass, that that time should be 
usefully employed. Tshould be quite content if, 
instead, this hour, supposing the time to be reduced 
from twelve to eleven hours, is passed by them in 
their own homes, with their parents and brothers 
and sisters, in kindly intercourse. I should think 
that a compensation sufficient, without any obliga- 
tion of reading or acquiring other knowledge. 
(Hear, hear.) If it is a desirable object, then, 
that more time should be allowed to these children 
for those purposes to which young persons of that 
age ought to apply their minds and their atten- 
tion, let us consider next that very great question, 
which I confess is raised by this bill—can you do 
this? Can you give that advantage to the sons and 
daughters of the working classes in the manufac- 
turing towns without at the same time injuring 
the mauufacturing industry of the country—with- 
out depriving a great number of persons of their 
employment, and thereby, in fact, injuring the 
very classes you wish to benefit? I admit that this 
is a very large and formidable question—(hear, 
hear)—and I admit that, though the limitation of 
time may be indirect, the practical effect of it may 
be thus to deprive those classes of employment, 
and to drive the produce of manufactures out of 
this into foreign countries, and that this is a very 
serious consideration for this country ; yet, in con- 
sidering that question, I do not think that the case 
of avery great injury, which it is supposed would 
arise, is’ at all made out. In considering this ques 
tion, let us consider that it is not altogether the 
whole question, as has been stated, of £37,000,000 
of exported manufactures, because with regard to 
a portion of those manufactures the limitation to 
eleven hours is a limitation which practically is 
carried into effect in some manufactories already- 
It has been established lately by one of the great. 
est manufactories in this country—by Messrs. 
Marshall, of Leed:, who are carrying on their 
great flax mill onty eleven hours a day, and I must 
suppose that they are carrying on that concern 
with profit with that limitation. (IIear.)”

an explosion of the most fearful character must 
have occurred. 

The effect of the fire when at its height, as seen 
from the opposite side of the river, was grand in 
the extreme. The pitch contained in the various 
cisterns boiled over and poured into the river, the 
surface of which, to a very considerable extent, 
presented the appearance of a lake of fire, the back 
ground to which was formed by a sheet of lurid 
flame extending along the whole range of premises, 
rising many hundred feet into the air, and pre- 
senting a thousand fantastic shapes. 

Several barges which were lying off the wharf, 
and two or three smaller boats, were involved in 
the general destruction. The firemen brought 
their engines down to the water’s edge so soon as 
the tide allowed, and worked from the edge of the 
river, throwing vast bodies of water on to the flames, 
but all their efforts were of no avail. ‘The water 
appeared to have no influence on the burning mass, 
and the flames continued raging until everything 
on which they could prey had been consumed. 

During Sunday the river was thronged with 
boats filled with spectators, and such had been the 
arrival of company that by three o’clock there was 
a double row of cabs reaching for upwards of a 
quarter of a mile along Battersea-fields, A sin- 
gular spectacle was presented by the flocks of 
skylarks—for which Battersea is celebrated—which 
hovered for hours over the fire. 

Up to five o'clock on Sunday evening large 
bodies of fire were still burning, and several en- 
gines remained on the spot; but all danger of a 
further extension was at an end. 

We regret to add that Mr. Bethell is entirely un- 
insured. The nature of his business was considered 
so hazardous that no office would undertake his 
risk for less than a treble rate of premium, and he, 
therefore, preferred a close system of watching. 

The following is a copy of the official report of 
the damage :— 

“Mr. J. Bethell, creosote and naphtha distiller and 
saw-mills, Battersea fields. Engine-house, rectifying- 
house, saw-mill, about 14,000 railway sleepers, and a 
large quantity of pitch, tar, &c., destroyed. Still-house 
nearly destroyed. 

“Mr, Robins, timber-dealer, ditto—Furniture-shed 
and contents destroyed; stock in open yard damaged 
by fire, and furniture by removal. 

« Widow Pass and Son, lime-burners,—A large shed, 
with contents, and two lug-boats destroyed ; a sailing- 
barge and two other craft nearly destroyed. 

“Two barges, respectively belonging to Mr. Hether- 
ington, of Lambeth, and Mr. Lee, of Rotherhithe.” 
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IRELAND. 

The reports with respect to the state of Mr. 
O’Connell’s health are very conflicting. The phy- 
sicians speak favourably, whilst the Brighton 
Guardian of Wednesday says:—‘‘ Mr. O’Connell 
still continues his sojourn with us (Hastings), and 
is evidently feeling the good effects of our genial 
climate, added to the quietude and repose he is’ 
able to enjoy here. One of his sons is in constant 
attendance on him in his walks on the Parade 
when the weather is fine. Still it is visible to 
every observant eye that to him ‘ Life’s sun has 
set for ever.’ Bodily weakness such as his at his 
period of life (the hen, gentleman is in his 76th 
year) cannot be expected to be overcome ; and his 
spirits sink, Heseems to feel his critical position, 
and his once gigantic mind is to a great extent 
beaten down and prostrated by the contemplation. 
His friends are very desirous, under the direction 
of his medical advisers, of removing him as speedily 
as possible by easy stages to the south of France, 
and onward to Italy; but to this proposition we 
understand that Mr. O’Connell entertains strong 
objections; his desire is to move nearer home. 
Friends from all parts are daily arriving on brief 
visits to comfort and cheer him under his suffer- 
ings. He is on the whole evidently much better 
than when he arrived.” 


We have to record one of the most sanguinary 
outrages perpetrated in this unhappy land for some 
years past. It would appear that Mr. Prim, one 
of the pay-clerks of the Board of Works, accom- 
panied by an armed policeman, left Thomastown 
on Monday morning, about eight o’clock, with a 
sum of money for payment of a body of men at 
Callan. They were in a gig, when they came up 
to a sharp turn in the road, and were stopped by 
five armed men, who shot them dead, In the 
course of the day a man was found in a wood not 
far from the scene of the double murder in a 
dying state, two bullets having entered at his 
shoulder and lodged in his back. It is stated in a 
letter from Kilkenny that this man confessed he 
was one of the party. 

The intelligence from America will be very in- 
teresting to our Irish friends, and we feel confident 
they will appreciate the sentiments expressed by 
Mr, Everett, a short extract from whose speech we 
have given, 

On Saturday morning the hemp and flax stores 
of Messrs. White, in Waterford, were destroyed by 
fire. A detachment of the 15th Regiment were 
in attendance with the barrack fire-engine, and they 
succeeded in saving the adjoining buildings. 

During the past week the deaths in the work- 
house of Cork amounted to 215! Fever rages in 
that city with unprecedented violence, and several 
highly respectable persons have fallen victims to it. 
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PROVINCIAL. 

In Liverpool,onFriday week, a gentlemanresiding 
in the neighbourhood of Marybone made an ap- 
plication to Mr. Rushton for assistance under the 
following circumstances:—A few days ago some 
tenants left a house in Addison-street, Marybone, 
and an Irish family took forcible possession of the 
place. There had previously been some deaths by 
fever in the place, and now there were the bodies 
of two children who had died from fever in the 
house, and the mother was also ill of fever. An 
order had been got for the removal and interment 
of the bodies, but she positively refused to allow 
the bodies to be removed. The applicant wished 
to know what could be done, and he wished for 
the assistance of the police, as he was alraid that 
the contagion might spread. Mr. Rushton sent 
for Superintendent Towerson, and stated the cir- 
cumstances to him, giving him directions to go to 
the Roman Catholic prie-t of the district, and get 
him to use his influence in reconciling the parents 
to the removal of the bodies. The bodies must be 
placed in coffins in presence of the surgeon of the 
district and removed. 

On Saturday an inquest, adjourned from 
Thursday last, was resumed and concluded before 
C. C. Lewis, Ksq., at the Crooked Billet, Wood- 
ford, on the body of Mr. Herman Poznanski, aged 
37, a native of Poland, and a nobleman of that 
country, who commiited suicide by shooting him- 
self through the head. It appeared from the evi- 
dence of the father of the deceased and from other 
witnesses that for some time past the deceased 
had been in alow and desponding state of mind, 
caused by being reduced from afHuence to the 
most dire state of distress. On Sunday morning 
week he left home, and between twelve and one 
o’clock on that day the report of a pistol was heard 
in Epping Forest, between Chigwell and Wood- 
ford. When some persons proceeded to the spot, 
they found the deceased lying upon the ground, 
with blood flowing from his mouth, and by his 
side a pistol recently discharged. He was removed 
to the Crooked Billet, where a surgeon attended, 
who found that the deceased had put the pistol 
into his mouth and fired, the ball passing through 
the larynx and lodging in the neck. Although so 
seriously injured, the deceased lingered until Wed- 
nesday week, when he died. All that was found on his 
person were two duplicates, a halfpenny, a pair of 
gicrete and a letter, addressed to Lord Dudley 
Stuart, thanking the noble lord for the part he had 
taken in trying to obtain the regeneration of Po- 
land, which he (the writer) despaired of seeing 
ever carried into effect. 

On Sunday afternoon last an accident that was 
attenled with much inconvenience befel Mr. 
Fleming’s Oversands coach. ‘The vehicle left Hest 
Bank about three o’clock, with a considerable 
number of passengers, and on attempting to pass 
through the Keep it sank in the sand. Every 
effort to get the horses out was unavailing, and 
there was nothing left but for the pa-sengers to get 
out as quickly as possible and wade out of the 
stream. This they accomplished, and were con- 
veyed across the sands in an omnibus sent for the 
purpose from Lancaster. Mr. Fleming staid by 
the coach till late at night, and got the horscs safe 
to the shore. Next day the coach was extricated, 
and this accident, which necessarily occasioned 
much alarm, was happily unattended by any serious 
consequences.—Lancaster Gazette. 

Considerable sensation has been created in Leeds 
by the disappearance of three gentlemen who have 
been long established in business in that town, and 
who are well known in the district. The parties are 
Robert and Fred:rick Glover, brothers, woollen- 
cloth scribblers and Gyers, and William Glover, 
woollen-cloth manufacturer and merchant, and 
brother of the two former. Previous to their dis- 
appearance they had committed an act of bank- 
ruptcy, and their creditors were adopting the usual 
course of law, fiats being issued or about to be 
issued against them. Investigations subsequently 
made have, it is stated, led to the discovery that 
the Messrs. Glover have committed several forgeries, 
amounting to many thousands of pounds, and a 
reward of £500 has been offered for their appre- 
hension, 

Faulkner, who was committed at the Maccles- 
field county police-office, on a capital charge of 
cutting and maiming the gamekeepers at Astle, he 
having been engaged with others in night poach- 
ing, and who was bailed out some weeks ago, ona 
mandamus from the Court of Queen’s Bench, has 
just set out for America. His family intend to 
follow him in the course of a week. 

A fatal accident occurred 01 Wednesday week at 
Stratford-on-Avon. John Buller, son of a farmer of 
that town, was on his father’s farm with a gun; 
he had fired one barrel off, and was reloading it, 
when the other barrel, from some unknown cause, 
exploded, and the contents lodged in the young 
man’s head, and killed him on the spot. 
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On Thursday se’nnight, as the up mail train 
had just passed the Staveley station, on the Mid- 
land line, an unseen impediment (it being quite 
dark) caused a mostsingularaccident to the train and 
passengers. ‘The obstacle proved to be a large bale 
of flax, which had dropped unperceived upon the 
line from the previous luggage train; this causcd 
the engine to rear (if we may use the expression) 
two fect high, but did not abate its speed; for, sur- 
mounting the obstacle, it hit the rails again in 
precisely the right place, and rushed forward; the 
passenger carriages did the same, and no harm 
ensued, except to the nerves of the passengers, 
whose horror at finding themselves first borne 
upwards and then downwards, with a force which 
threw them all ex masse, may be readily conceived. 
As soon as practicable the train was stopped, and 
the guards removed the bale from the line. 

About one o’clock on Saturday last a gentleman 
went into the Union Bank, Brunswick-street, 
Liverpool, for the purpose of depo-iting notes to 
the amount of £750. He had the bundle of notes 
in his hand when he entered the bank, and, while 
he took up a pen to write a note upon the counter, 
he placed them in the outside pocket of his top 
coat. When, in a minute or two after, he put 
down his hand to feel for them they were gone, 
and no trace of them has since been discovered. 
It is singular that the exposures recently made 
have not taught caution to gentl men depositing 
and receiving sums of money at banks and other 
public places. Individuals who place cash in loose 
outside pockets are the very victims whom sharpers 
use all vigilance to discover, ‘The notes consisted 
of six £100 and three £50 notes, all of the Bank 
of England. 

On the night of Monday week a dreadful mur- 
der was perpetrated at Merthyr on the body of a 
young man about eighteen or twenty years of age. 
The person charged with the offence is a man well 
known in the Criminal Courts; he resides in the 
infamous locality called China or Pontstorehouse, 
and is well known: by the cognomen of the “ Em- 
peror of China.” 

In consequence of a report that a female named 
Matilda Harris, of Harrow, near London, intended 
to make a public statement of a heavenly vision 
with which she had been favoured by God, as well 
as of a miraculous cure effected in her own body, 
the Wesleyan chapel in this town was one evening 
in the course of last week den-ely crowded with 
persons curious to hear the particulars of this 
strange story from the lips of the individual herself. 
S» numerous was the assemblage on this occa- 
sion that the assistance of the police was deemed 
requisite to procure due order and decorum. ‘The 
following brief outline of her extraordinary nar- 
rative is given as taken down from her own state- 
ment :—She was confined to her bed for seven 
years, in the course of which time she enjoyed 
much of the love of God; for four years and a half 
she lost the sight of her right eye, and for three 
years and five months the use of her left arm and 
hand, and for a short time the sight of both her 
eyes. She was much troubled with fits, having 
sometimes had ax many as 300 in twenty-four 
hours, and was having from sixty to nincty a day 
up to the time she was restored, since which time 
she has not had one, and believes that she will not 
have another. She was cupped 117 timis, had 
seventy-nine blisters, and was given up by seven- 
teen doctors. On the 7th of April, 1846, at the 
close of a prayer meeting held in her room, she 
states that the Lord detached her spirit from her 
body, and took it up into the mansions of the 
blessed. Her description of the heavenly regions 
contained in it nothing grand or exalted. She saw 
her Saviour, Mr. Wesley, and a fiiend who had 
been dead five years before, as also a host of pro- 

hets and martyrs. On the return of her spirit to 
ner body she became’ worse; she had an inflam- 
mation in one of her eyes, and the doctor’s aid 
was unavailing to afford her any relief. Soon 
after this, at a meeting of friends held in her 
room, she prayed for the use of her arm, and, as 
she asked, her hand moved, she lifted it up, praised 
God, and clapped her hands for joy. Her friends 
then prayed that she might be raised up; after 
praying fir some time she arose from her bed, and, 
with a little assistance, walked across the room, 
which she had not been able to do for six years. 
From that time she has gained strength, and is 
now perfectly recovered, Although we are in the 
nineteenth century, and improbable as the above 
account may appear, there are a great many per- 
sons in the town who place implicit fuith in it; 
and the woman herself appeals to hundreds to 
bear testimony to the fact of her miraculous cure,

An inquest was held on Wednesday by, Mr. 
Bedford, at St. George’s Hospital, on the body of 
Henry Manby, aged eighteen, an apprentice to Mr. 
Bennett, plumber, of Upper Berkeley-street, Port- 
man-square. On the afternoon of the 17th ult. 
deceased was sent to clean the back attic window 
at No, 59, Upper Berkeley street, and whilst so 
employed a small iron balcony, fixed on the out- 
side, on which he was standing, gave way from the 
brickwork, in consequence of the posts having 
rotted, and he was precipitated on to a lead flat, 
a depth of nearly fifty feet. He was conveyed to 
the above institution, where he died on M nday 
last from injury to the brain, Verdict —‘‘ Acci- 
dental death,” 

On Sunday morning, between one and two 
o’clock, a very serious fire was discovered upon the 
premises belonging to Mr. Woonton, cowkeeper, 
at 17, New-road, St. George’s-in-the-Ea t. The 
flames, when first discovered, were raging in the 
cowshed, at which t me there were ten cows in the 
place. An instant attempt was made to get the 
animals out, but, owing to the firm hold the fire 
had obtained, and the suffocating nature of the 
smoke, some time elapsed before that could be 
accomplished. Each cow was worth £20, and it is 
believed thit they will all have to beslaughtered, 

On Tuesday morning, at a quarter before 
one o'clock, a fire was discovered on the pre- 
mises in the occupation of Mr. J. Paxman, 
No. 57, Elizabeth-street. Hackney road. It ori- 
ginated in the lower floor of the house, the 
inmates at the time being in their beds asleep. 
Afier considerable trouble they were made sen- 
sib'e of the great danger to which they were 
exposed, but none of the parties were then 
able to descend the stiircase.

Victoria, the collision would have been avoided, as 
he saw no vessels in the way to prevent her 
going clear of the schooner. ‘The inquiry was 
again adjourned. 

On Wednesday afternoon, between three and 
four o’clock, an accident of a most frightful cha- 
racter occurred to a gentleman named Saunders, 
who was driving with a friend along Fleet-street; 
just as they got past Shoe-lane ‘the animal shied, 
fell, and both gentlemen were thrown out with 
great force. Mr. Saunders sustained very serious 
injuries.

Captain Bruger, master, which sailed trom the port 
of Hamburg on the 28th of October last. The 
calamity is stated to have occurred during the heavy

open boat, by a schooner from New Orleans.

Beginning with the 14th of September, 1812— 
the day on which the French army came in sight 
of Moscow from the Mont du Salut—I took notes 
of all the subsequent events, verified by actual 
observation ; but it is unnecessary to give them in 
this place, for has not the Count de Segur 
anticipated me in his magnificent work? I took 
a late breakfast at a café, to which I was directed 
by Ivan, and, having heard much of the Tsiganes, 
or Bohemian dancers, I sent to request the atten- 
dance of some of their band. I remembered that 
two Russian noblemen, of the highest rank, had 
married into this singular confraternity ; not that 
I had any such erratic notion—though from

The Echo Sanurois states that at this moment 
there is being estab!ished on the ‘Tours and Nantes 
Railroad an apparatus composed of an iron wire 
extending from one end of the railroad to the 
other. An electric current is to pass constantly 
along the wire, and, by, means of small pistons 
placed at intervals of two hundred yards, whenever 
a train is in motion its passage at each point of the 
railroad will be indicated to the fixed machine by 
the movement of a small piston, which, by inter- 
rupting the electric current for a moment, will 
designate the number of the post before which the 
train is passing. By these means the director of 
the fixed machine will receive information almost 
every second as to the speed of the train in motion, 
and as to the position occupied by it. It is unne- 
cessary to insist on the importance of such an 
indication. By always knowing the exact position 
of a train on its passage, it will enable the con- 
ductor to moderate the speed of the trains, and to 
send assistance with greater promptitude in case 
of accident, so as to prevent the interruption of the 
road as much as possible.

lower rein is called the curb, and the upper one 
the snaffle or bridoon rein, and is generally desig- 
nated by a small buckle which is used to unite it 
in the middle, while the curb rein, it will be seen, 
has a sewing in the centre. It is necessary, for 
fear of accidents (such as a rein snapping, which I 
have on one or two occasions seen), as well as for 
the finished appearance it gives, that a lady should 
always hold both reins; and I strongly advise all 
female equestrians who thoroughly understand the 
use of the reins to ride on the curb ; it is by far 
the safest; and, from a lady's hand being so infi- 
nitely lighter than a gentleman’s, she cannot pos- 
sibly injure the horse’s mouth 7f, as I have said 


before, she understands the proper management of 


the reins. 


The curb rein is taken in the centre, where the 
(which still holds the 
whip), and the left hand is put over the rein, and 
three fingers placed between, having the fore finger 
outside; the rein is then drawn through the fingers 
by the right hand till perfectly even in the horse’s 
mouth, and, being turned over, the fore finger is 
prevented slipping by keeping the thumb on it; 
the snaffle is then taken up in the same way, only 
under the left hand, so as to prevent the reins being 
crossed, and a rein placed at each side of the finger 
next the little one. Thus it will be seen that there 
isa rein between each finger, and one outside the 
little finger. The curb is then drawn shorter, so that 
the snaftle falls ina curve at each side of the horse’s 
neck ; the four reins are then made even one over 
the other, the hand clasped, and the thumb pressed 
on the entire to prevent their slipping. I cannot 


too strongly impress on the fair rider’s mind the 
necessity of paying great attention to this portion 
of equestrian art, the hands and management of the 


reins, It has been for many years very erroneously 
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believed that a good seat is everything to the rider, 
but I can, and I trust clearly, prove to my fair 
readers, not only theoretically but practically, that 
in either sex good hands are the all-important 
points in making a good rider.

MLLE. LIND TO MR.,BUNN. 
[Translation.] 
‘Vienna, Feb. 28, 1847. 

“Sir,—I had the honour 
the 19th of December, 1846, in which you pretend to 
have to claim from me damages for my non-arrival in 
1845. You are perfectly conversant with my reasons 
for not coming, and which rendered impossible my 
appearance at your theatre. Besides, my arrival 
would have been fruitless, since you had not at the time 
the opera of the ‘ Feldlager’ translated into English 
nor the music which I was engaged to sing. It is 
more than probable that this affair brought before a 
court of justice would yield you nothing; but I am 
determined you shall not tax me again with bad faith, 
however little I merit such a reproach, and 1 offer to 
pay you the sum of £2000 (two thousand pounds) on 
your returning the paper signed by me to the person I 
shail appoint for the purpose.

This pr »posal from Mure. Linp was accompanied 
by the following letter from her solicitor :— 


*©9, Chancery-lane, March 13. 

“Sir,—I am instructed by Mademoiselle Jenny 
Lind to hand you the enclosed copy of a letter from 
that lady at Vienna, the original of which remains in 
my hands for your inspection. 

“‘ Mademoiselle Lind has voluntarily made this pro- 
posal, without assistance or advice from English law- 
yers, to purchase peace and escape litigation in a 
foreign land; and I am authorized immediately to 
carry it out. 

“The proposal is final, and if you accept it I will 
attend any appointment you make, and close the affair ; 
and, on the other hand, if you object to it, or do not 
accept it on or before Tuesday next, I am instructed 
to anpear and defend any suit you may think proper to 
institute against Mademoiselle Lind, and request you 
to direct your solicitor to send any process against that 
lady to me for appearance and defence.

“Sir, —I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter dated the 13th instant, and have only to observe 
that, on receiving the orginal letter from Mlle. Lind 
(addressed to me), which you state to be in your 
hands, and of which you have enclosed me a copy, I 
will instantly reply to it.

Mr, Jennings waited upon me, and showed mea 
letter, not written by, but signed « Jenny Lind,” 
which he refused to leave with me, although ad- 
dressed tome.

-swer, giviny a negative to the professional points 
therein sought to be maintained; but making a 
proposition, which -if Mlle. Lind has that sense 
of ‘‘disinterestedness and good faith” claimed for 
her—she wi'l not hi sitate to accept. 

As to the non-existence of any legal claim, from 
opinions alleged to have been delivered by the 
law officers of the Crown, I beg to say I have 
acted upon the judgment of the first ].wyers in 
England and Prussia, and feel assured that no 
such offer as £2000 would be made if their opinion 
on the contract signed at Berlin, in the presence 
of the British Minister, were questionable.

THE DRAMA. 
HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

At each repetition of ‘* Lucia” the success of Fras- 
chini becomes more and more decided. Heis like a 
painting of one of the finest masters—he requires stu- 
dying before we can appreciate the variety of beauties 
he possesses. On Thursday we had, as it is called, 
“a long Thursday,” and a long Thursday night it 
was, for, as an Irishman would say, it was Friday 
morning. On this occasion several novelties were 
presented to the public—Signor Gardoni, as Elvino, 
in Bellini’s never-tiring opera, ‘La Sonnambula;” a 
new pas de caractére; and a new ballet. The ge- 
neral beauties of ‘‘ La Sonnambula”’ are too familiar 
to the musical public to require any lengthened notice 
upon this occasion, further than to say that, great and 
varied as they have hitherto been, they were much 
increased both in number and variety by the new 
reading of the part by Gardoni. The youthful beauty 
of his appearance, the chastely artistic rendering of 
the sweet airs, which are so prodigally dispersed 
throughout this opera, made his triumph as complete 
as was the delight of his auditory. Castellan—the 
lovely Castellan—was equally successful in the gentle 
heart-broken Amina; sideed it would be difficult to 
find a singer more adapted by nature, or by study, 
approaching nearer the beau idéal ot “La Sonnam- 
bula” than this charming cantatrice. 

The pas de caractére, entitled ‘“ La Slavonienne,” 
and “Galop a Sept Temps,’’ by Mlle. Rosati and 
Paul Taglioni, were all that the lovers of grace and 
agility coul | require. 

Fraschini, in the selection from ‘ Lucia,” was him- 
self, and that is the highest praise we can bestow. 
The new ballet which followed, entitled ‘Théa; or, 
La Fée aux Fleurs,’ is in one act, and two tableaux. 
The tableavx, by Marshall, were, indeed, pictures; the 
artist is so full of imagination, and has such powers of 
execution, that, after the great Stanfield, we think he 
stands unrivalled, ‘The story of the ballet is as fol- 
lows :—The scene is a magnificen' garden of Bagdad. 
Within an oriental kiosk reposes the youthful Prince 
Hassan, surrounded by odalisks. Near the kiosk is 
Théa, regarding with passionate and tender looks the 
Prince, who, all unmoved by the music of his slaves 
and the voluptuous dances of his odalisks, is absorbed 
in the contemplation of some flowers which he holds in 
his hand. Nothing can withdraw him from his reverie, 
and Théa becomes dejected at his indifference. Hassan 
desires to be left alone. Théa entreats that she may 
remain; but the Prince commands her to leave him. 
She feigns acquiescence, but conceals herself behind 
one of the columns of ‘he kiosk. Hassan appears de- 
lighted at his solitude, and goes with raptue from 
flower to flower, while Théa follows him with all the 
marks of jealousy She again attempts to tear him 
from his ecstasy; but the Prince appears to have eyes 
for his flowers only. At las! he quits the scene. 

The neglected beauty weepsin despair; but a sudden 
thought brings smiles to her lips. She approaches the 
statue of the Fee aux Fleurs, and entreats the r stora- 
tion of her lover's heart. She then forms a crown of 
flowers and throws it in the air; the crown lights on 
the head of the statue. Théa becomes motionicss and 
disappears, as does also the kiosk, in the place of 
which arises a lovely rose-tree, surrounded by every 
variety of flowers. The Prince returns, and se s with 


joy the change which has taken place. He kisses the 


flowers, aspires their perfumes, and is about to pluck 
a rose, when, behind the tree, appears the F¢e aux 
Fleurs. She seems in anger, and r proaches Hassan 
with his audacity. The Prince throws himself on h's 
knees and implores pardon; but the fairy will grant it 
only on condition of his marrying the flower which 
shall have conceived a passion fur him. Surprised at 
this proposition, he nevertheless consents. ‘lhe fairy 
conducts him to a bank of turf, places on his head a 
crown of poppies, and the Prince sleeps. 

It is night; a blue flame issues from each floral 
group, the flowers become animated and are changed 
to nymphs, who smile, walk, dance, and firm a living 
garland round the Fée aux Fleurs. While the flowers 
dance, Théa, who represents the rose, escapes, takes 
the poppy crown from the Prince’s head, and returns 
to mix with her companions. Hassan awakes; he is 
dazzled by the tab/eau which presents itself, but seeks 
the rose, the object of his dream, falls at the feet of 
Théa, and offers her his heart and hand. The Queen 
of Flowers appears to sanction their union. . 

It is useless to attempt to describe in words the 
beauty of the various pas ; all were charming; and our 
little sylph-like favourite, Marie Taglioni, with her 
graceful steps, has stepped into our good graces further 
than ever, Rosati and Paul ‘Taglioni were eminently 
successful, as indeed were all the performances of the

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LITGRATURE. 
Pere 
History of Spanish Literature. 
terwek, TransJated from the Original German 
by Thomasina Ross. With additional Notes by 
the Translator. Bogue, Fleet-street. 
To Mr. Bogue the English public is indebted for 
the opportunity of perusing many valuable w orks, 
¢ and Miss Ross s translation of Bouterwek’s ‘ His. 
tory of Spanish Literature’* is one to which we 
would particularly direct the attintion of our 
readers. The utility of this work will be great to 
all who wish to obtain a clear and comprehensive 
view of the literature of the Peninsula; and to 
those who may wish to carry their studies further, 
and to make themselves familiar with the best au- 
thors, its perusal will be invaluable. ‘The subject 
is most ably treated by the author ; and we think 
it will be found that the translation in every re- 
spect gives a faithful representation of the original. 
We ought to say more: for what is usually termed 
fidelity i in translation is buta very inferior quality, 
being nothing more than the words of one language 
duly repeated in another; while the spirit im- 
parted by their appropriate relations to each other, 
and the happy effect of their combinations in pro- 
ducing a lucid and expressive style, is entirely 
overlooked. We believe that the reader who com- 
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pares the work of Bouterw ek with the translation

just published will find that the opinions of the 
latter are always fairly represented, and that the 
philosophic disquisitions on the progress of litera- 
ture, and the changes caused by the influence of 
events, lose none of their valué by their present 
appearance in an English dress. 

We have not room for many extracts we would 
be glad to give, but we must confine ourselves to 
the: following notice of Cervantes, to which a happy 
precedent is “afforded by the uccount of the adven- 
turous life of Camoens in the succecding volume of 
Bouterwek’s interesting ‘ H story of Moder n Lite- 

rature,’’ which we hope soon to see inan English 
form from the pen of Miss Ross :— 


“Tt is a singular fact, that the contemporaries of 
Cervantes, whom every !own, not merely in Spain, 
but throughout the world, would be proud to have 
produced, should have neglected to record his native 
place. After long investigations and warm disputes, 
which call to mind the contests of the seven Greek 
towns for the h nour of having given birth to Homer, 
it is at length agreed that the greatest share of proba- 
bility belongs to the supposition that Miguel de Cer- 
vantes Saavedra was born at Alcala de Henares in the 
year 1517, His parents, who were not rich, were 
not merely enabled to give him a moderate but. at the 
same time a literary education, They sent him to the 
schools of Madrid, where he acquired some knowledge 
of classical learning. At Madrid he had an opportunity 
of witnessing the dramas which the ingenious Lope 
de Rueda represented on his rudely-constructed stage. 
Juan Lopez, the tutor of Cervantes, was an indefati- 
gable writer of poetry, particularly of romances, and 
he sought every means of cherishing his pupil’s taste 
for poetic composition. Some verses by Cervantes 
were introduced ina description of the funeral of a 
Spanish princess, which Lopez published in 1569. 

“ But young Cervantes, who had now attained his 
twenty-second year, scems to have had no certain 
means of gaining a subsistence. He wrote numerous 
romances and sounets; and it was probably about 
this period that he composed a pastoral romance, en- 

el § titled ‘ Filena,’ which, if we may give credit to his 

own testimony, was very generally read. It appears 
that he thought he could better his condition by 
travelling ; and he resolved to proceed to Italy. Here 
commences the period of his adventures, in Rome 
S Cardinal Acquaviva for a short time Fecame his patron 
and protector, But, impelled either by necessity or 
¢ choice, he entered into the military profession. He 
enlisted under the banners of his sovereign, to serve 
in the wars against the Turks and African corsairs, 
who at that time disturbed the tranquillity of Spain 
and Italy. During the war he proved himself to be 
wholly devoted to his new profession; and being en- 
gaged i in the great battle of Lepanto, in 1572, he re- 
ceived a wound which deprived him of his left hand, 
together with a part of the arm. This honourable 
mutilation, to which he proudly alludes in his latter 
writings, obliged him to return to Spain. The ship, 
however, in which he had embarked was captured by 
an Algerine corsair, and Cervantes was conveyed to 
Algiers and sold for a slave, His captivity, which 
; lasted for nearly cight years, must have been of the 
most romantic ‘description, if the fact be, as has fre- 
2 quently been conjectured, that Cervantes described his 
own adventures in the novel of ‘The Captive.’ He was 
at length ransomed, and in the year 1481 he returned 
: to his native country. 


“The third period of the life of Cervantes was ex- 
clusively devoted to literature. He had now attained 
his thirty-second year, and with a matured under- 
standing, joined to considerable practical knowledge 
of the world, andan ardent passion for literature, he 
resolved to withdraw from the busy scene of life. In 
his reurement wrote his second pastoral romance, 
entitled ‘ Galatea,’ which has so eclipsed ‘ Filena,’ 
that the la'ter is quite neglected and forgotten. He 
shortly afterwards married, and in all probability lived 
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for some time on his wife’s dowry. At length he began 
to write for the stage; but the dramas which he com- 
posed at this period of his life, though amounting to 
about thirty in number, are nearly all lost. About 
this time arose the rivalry between Cervantes and 
Lope de Vega, whose dramas were so much admired 
that they bore away the palm of public favour. Mor- 
tified, as it would ‘appear, by the ill success of his 
dramatic efforts, Cervantes laid aside his pen for a 
considerable period. It is conjectured that in the 
meanwhile he obtained a post in Seville, the emolu- 
ments of which enabled him to subsist. He did not 
again appear in the literary world until the ens of 
Philip II., in the year 1598. % # 

‘‘ What accident gave rise to the ides of his ‘Don 
Quixote’ is unknown; for his having, while travel- 
ling through the province of La Mancha, become 
engaged in disputes with some of the inhabitants, 
and his being on that account for a short time im- 
prisoned, can, at most, be only supposed to have 
suggested the idea of making that province the scene 
of the first part of his romance. Some fortunate cir- 
cumstance, which cannot now be traced, seems to 
have impressed Cervantes, who was then in his fiftieth 
year, with the eonsciousness of the true bent of-his 
genius. ‘Ihe commencement of ‘Don Quixote’ was 
first published at Madrid in 1606; but the enthusiastic 
reception which this original romance experienced 
from the Spanish public. produced very little change 
in the author's fortune; for the folly which felt itself 
disturbed in its security united with envy in seeking 
to trace in the work allusions of an offensive kind. 
Cervantes accordingly continued poor, | and had now 
to contend with exasperated enemies. Those enemies 
imagined that they had completely defeated him, when 
an unknown writer, of their own party, under the 
name of « Avellaneda,’ published a continuation of 
‘Don Quixote,’ full of invective against the original 
author. Precisely at the period when this continua- 
tion appeared, Cervantes published the sequel of his 
instructive novels, which he dedicated to the Count of 
Lemos. In that nobleman he found a protector who 
never withdrew his favour, and who, as it appears, 
afforded him support in various ways. Pecuniary ne- 
cessity seems, however, to have urged him, as a last 
resource, to write for the stage. 

“The latest works of Cervantes were the genuine 
continuation and completion of ‘Don Quixo'e,’ the 
‘ Journey to Parnassus,’ which was first published in 
1614, and finally the romance of ‘ Persiles and Segis- 
munda,’ for which, a few days previous to his death, 
he wrote a dedication to the Count of Lemos. From 

various passages in the prefaces and introductions to 
these last works, it is obvious how highly Cervantes 
prized that celebrity which, after many abortive efforts, 
he had at length obtained in his old age. But even 
where his vanity is not disguised, it is casy, from the 
candid tone in which he speaks of himself, to recog- 
nise the man of firm and upright spirit, the declared 
enemy of every sort of affectation, and the honest and 
liberal judge of himself and of others. He died in 
poverty, though not in extreme want, at Madrid, i 
1616, in the sixty-ninth year of his age. THe was 
buried privately, without any kind of distinction, and 
not even a common tombstone marks the spot where 
the ashes of Cervantes repose.”

Nortuern Crrcovit.—York, Marcu 15.—(Before 
Mr. Baron Alderson and a Special Jury.)—Wiuitr- 
HEAD v. THe Great Nortu oF ENGLAND RAILWAY 
Company.—Deatu BY ACCIDENT ON A RAILWAY.— 
Mr. Knowles, Mr. Watson, and Mr. Hoggins, were 
counsel for the plaintiff; and Mr. Martin and Mr. 
Hugh Hill for the defendants.—Mr. Knowles stated 
that this action had been brought by Mr. Frederick 
Whitehead to recover compensation for a most serious 
injury sustained by him in consequence of the negli- 
gence of the company, which had produced an acci. 
dent occasioning the death of Emma Whitehead, the 
plaintiff's wife.—The plaintiff, who is a woollen-manu- 
facturer in Saddleworth, had set out with his now de- 
ceased wife upon an excursion into the north of Eng- 
land. On their return home, on the 4th of October, 
they arrived at Darlington, riding in their own chaise. 
They took tickets at that place to go forward towards 
York by the mail-train in the evening. The train, 
however, was much after its time, which might account 
for the extraordinary speed at which it afterwards 
went. When at about four miles on the road the 
accident took place, from the injuries received in 
which the lady had since died; and the jury would 
have to say whether the company, in the way in which 
they had placed their carriages in the train, together 
with the speed at which the latter were driven, ought 
not to be held responsible, on the ground of negli- 
gence, for the damage sustained by the plaintiffiIt 
appeared from the evidence of John Harland, the first 
witness, that he was among the passengers by the 
same train as the plaintiff and his wife ; it came up to 
Darlington late. The carriages followed the engine 
in this order—a luggage-van, two second class car- 
riages, two trucks with gentlemen’s carriages, three 
first-class carriages, two of which had coupés in front; 
next came the Post-office carriage, then a truck, with 
the plaintiff’s carriage; and lastly a horse-box. The 
station-master was in attendance at Darlington, 
and he said something as to the time for arriving 
at York. It was said to Major Parker, a pas- 
senger, and once secretary to the es The witness 
was in the centre of one of the first-class carriages. 
After passing Croft station there is rather an extensive 
curve, near the bridge over the Tees, and the accident 
occurred just about the termination of the curve. 
Chere were two shocks in very rapid succession, like 
those of a wheel coming in contact with the sleepers. 
The carriage in which witness was became overturned. 
The train was going at the rate of 40 miles an hour or 
more. He had never travelled so fast before or since. 
Considered that the trucks being placed where they 
were contributed to the accident by causing oscillation. 
The trucks should have been at the end of the train. 
Saw Mrs. Whitehead taken out; she was in great 
pain, which she bore with great fortitude. Believed 
the curve was about one mile in length, and of about 
one mile and a half radius.’ Some of the wheels of the 
carriages were broken off; did not know if the carriages 
were examined before starting from Darlington. There 
is a man at that station who attends to that business, 
and witness had seen it done there on other occasions. 
—Mr. James Meek, an alderman of the city of York, 
said that he, together with his wife, was in the front 
coupé of a first-class carriage. The first thing he ob- 
served was an entire rail being thrown up as high as 
the carriage. The carriage in which he was became 
raised up at the end, and the corner of a truck came 
through into the carriage. Witness’s portmanteau 
was in the middle, between him and Mrs. Meek, and 
the point of the truck was thrust into the portmanteau. 
They were kept there a quarter of an hour before they 
could get out. The rail was stripped off for more than 
20 yards, and several of the carriage wheels were de- 
tached. Was of opinion that the train was going at 
the rate of 40 miles per hour. Had frequently travelled 
by the express train, but never went so fast by it before 
this accident. Had since. Believed the line to be a 
particularly good one.—Mr. Parsons, dentist, of York, 
and Mr. James Watson, surveyor, from, Cumberland, 
confirmed the former evidence in the main particulars. 
Mr. Watson said that he had travelled a great deal by 
railways, but had never gone SO fast before nor since 
this accident; the trucks appeared to be quite smashed 
to pieces.—Mr. Walker, a surgeon, stated the nature of 
the injuries received by Mrs. Whitehead. She remained 
in the neighbourhood of the accident from the 4th of 
October until the 17th of December, and was then re- 
moved on a litter to Saddleworth. Cross-examined : 
The company had provided a train for removing her 
when she was carried bome.—Mr. Alexander Thorp 
proved that her death occurred on the 11th of June. 
The expenses incurred by the plaintiff for medical 
attendance, nursing, &c., which were not disputed, 
were estimated at £525.—Mr. Martin, for the com- 
pany, said that he should not deny that the railway 
were as liable as other common carriers; but he con- 
tended that no case of negligence in them had been 
People went by their means of conveyance 
hy choice, and knowing that the speed was necessarily 
greater than that of other vehicles, and there must 
always be some danger peculiar to that degree of 
speed. General Pasley, the officer appointed by Go- 
yernment, had investigated the cause of this accident. 
Not one word of complaint did he make against the 
company ; and General Pasley was now in York. 
Why was he not called? The plaintiff ought to have 
produced the general as the person most competent 
to say if there had been any want of due care on the 
part of the company. People were always wise after 
an accident, and were sure then to find out something 
as to the cause of it; but he contended that it was not 
shown that the train went at any extraordinary or
